On Arming Germany 


Planes Attack

PARIS — (ZP) — British 
Foreign 
Secretary A n t h o n y Eden anc) 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman wound up talks today on 
the stubborn problem of what to 
do

arming Germany and 
said they were in "complete agree­ 
ment.” 
But the communique didn't say 
what they agreed on. 
Eden, however, renewed a B rit­ 
ish promise to work “as closely as 
possible” with a unified six-nation 
European army, now’ in the trou­ 
bled process of formation. 
How Many Guns? 
Prime Minister Churchill gave a 
similar pledge in December, but 
reiterated Britain's refusal to join 
the army itself. 
The problem before the two dip­ 
lomats was to agree on how many 
guns they think G ermany should 
have to join in Western defense, 
and how soon she should 
have 
them.

12 divisions, plus 
small naval units and an airforce 
of 1,500 planes. 
The European countries want to 
keep the United States from forc­ 
ing what they think may be too 
speedy rearmament of the late 
enemy.

Architects Cite 


Cost Factors In 


School Building 


Factors in relationship to school 
buildings costs were recently re­ 
ported to the Escanaba Board of 
Education by Perkins and Will, 
architects for the proposed school 
building program in Escanaba. 
% 
Perkins and Will of Chicago has 
a national reputation in the field 
of school design and engineeirng. 
It was selected by the Board of 
Education after months of study 
and interviews with representa­ 
tives of architectural firms. 
In a letter dated Jan. 24, 1952, 
addressed to John A. Lemmer, Es­ 
canaba superintendent of schools, 
John C. Goodall of Perkins and 
Will 
expressed 
“surprise” 
that 
anyone believes the firm ’s con­ 
struction costs are too high. 
Built 132 Schools 
‘ We have never run into one 
before. 
We have heard 
many 
times from our contractors who 
have constructed 
our 
buildings 
and 
from 
contractors 
w’ho are 
members ot boards of education, 
with whom u’e have dealt, that the 
competence of our work and the 
completeness of our drawings and 
specifications tend to produce low­ 
er bids on projects w’hich we have 
designed than others with which 
they are familiar.” 
Attention is directed to the fact 
that Perkins and Will has con- 
sti ucted or is in the process of 
completing 132 school buildings 
with total construction over $95,- 
000,000 in Michigan and nine other 
states from New Mexico to Massa­ 
chusetts. 
“This rather wide employment 
ol Perkins and Will indicates a 
general acceptance of our standing 
with educators and school adm in- 
istiators in a substantial portion 
of the United States,” the letter 
continues. 
Firm Is Rehired 
A study of these projects brings 
out a significant fact. 
In eight 
communities where several schools 
'ave been required over a period 
of >eais, we have been retained 
from time to time for additional 
work. 
This is evidence of satis­ 
faction with our services,” says 
Goodall. 
It might 
be 
of interest 
to 
know that w’e are now construct­ 
ing a large senior high school in 
Iowa at a total construction cost 
of $1,125,600. This job was bid in 
September of 1951 and produced 
a cubic foot of 87 cents. However, 
comparison of cubic foot or even 
square foot costs as 
sole 
yard­ 
stick is most inconclusive. Costs 
measured in terms of cubic feet, 
lor example, will be low where 
attic areas, gymnasiums and aud­ 
itoriums, and 
excessive 
ceiling 
heights in classrooms and corri- 
c-ors, etc. w’ill produce large cubic 
loot volume. 
To the contrary, well designed 
academic units 
with 
reasonable 
<ei mg heights, no waste areas 
and attics, etc. will produce low’ 
cubic foot volum e^nd thus higher 
cubic foot costs. 
Factors of Coat 
“Construction costs 
of schools 
vary as the educational 
program 
varies from city to city. It thus 
becomes necessary, when compar­ 
ing the cost of one building 
to 
another, to examine and evaluate 
ai c hitectural plans and specifica­ 
tions. It is also necessary to con­ 
sider other factors, such as the 
size of the project, its lo catio n - 
city, village, or rural, time of year 
of bidding, availability of 
good 
and 
competitive 
bidders, 
com­ 
pleteness of plans and specifica­ 
tions. site conditions, availability 
oi labor and materials, and many 
other factors that have important 
effec ts on construction costs. 
“The State Department of Edu­ 
cation. in 
several 
states, 
have 
asked us for assistance in estab­ 
lishing a simple yardstick which 
would make it possible to com­ 
pare school building construction 
costs. After months of study and, 
in light of the many 
im measur­ 
able factors, some of which I have 
listed above, w’e have not found it

Attorneys Vote 


On Division Of 


Court Circuit 


The opinion of attorneys in the 
25th judicial circuit is being poll­ 
ed on proposals to divide the cir­ 
cuit into two districts to 
relieve 
the burden of work imposed upon 
Judge Glenn W. Jackson of Glad­ 
stone. 
Atty. Michael J. Anuta of Me­ 
nominee, president of the District 
Bar Association, is submitting the 
three-point ballot to the attorneys 
of Delta, Menominee, Iron, 
Mar­ 
quette, and 
Dickinson 
counties, 
which comprise the 25th circuit. 
Rep. James Goulette 
of 
Iron 
Mountain has introduced a bill in 
the legislature proiding for split­ 
ting the district into two circuits. 
One district would comprise Delta 
and Marquette counties, the other 
would comprise Menominee, Iron 
and Dickinson. 


Guide Future Action 
The Bar Associations of Delta 
and Menominee counties are op­ 
posed to the split and favor the 
addition of another judge. 
Goulette’s bill has been referred 
to the House judiciary committee 
at Lansing for consideration. 
Meanwhile the District Bar As­ 
sociation members, about 75 
at­ 
torneys in all of the five counties, 
are being polled on a three-point 
questionnaire to determine 
what 
future course the Association will 
follow towards enactment of the 
Goulette bill. 
Three Point Question 
The three points in 
the ques­ 


tionnaire are as follows: 
1—Do you favor a change in the 
present five-county setup of the 
25th judicial circuit? 
2—If changed, do you favor di­ 
vision of the circuit into two dis­ 
tricts 
of 
Delta 
and 
M arquette 
counties for one and Menominee, 
Dickinson and Iron counties 
for 
the other? 
3—If changed, do you favor re­ 
taining the five counties into one 
circuit but the election of an ad­ 
ditional judge to make it a two- 
judge circuit? 
As presently composed, the 25th 
judicial circuit is the largest in the 
state in point of population. The 
25th’s total population is 147,648, 
compared to a state 
average 
of 
70,613 
for 
one-judge 
circuits; 
66,169 for (five) two-judge 
cir­ 
cuits and 93,582 for (four) three- 
judge circuits. Wayne county has 
18 circuit judges for its 2,395,301, 
or an average population spread of 
133,072. 
Big Population 
The population discrepancies are 
even more pronounced in the Up­ 
per Peninsula, where 
there 
are 
three circuits for nine 
counties, 
exclusive of the 25th, and Macki­ 
nac county, which is part of the 
33rd circuit made up of Mackinac, 
Emmett and Cheboygan counties.

Direct Presidential 
Primary. Desirable 
AT a recent news conference President 
Trum an dropped a rem ark about wish­ 
ing we could have a direct national pri­ 
m ary for the 
selection 
of 
presidential 
nominee. 
No one can be sure the President meant 
what he said, since he gets pretty flippant 
in these bouts with the press over his 1952 
intentions. But it might well be argued 
that there is some sound 
sense 
in 
this 
proposition. 
In only 16 states of the 48 is there now 
rn “presidential” primary, and in several of 
those 16 the popular expression of senti­ 
m ent is purely advisory instead of binding 
on the delegates to the national conven­ 
tion. The other 32 states select delegates in 
state conventions, w’here the people’s voice 
is heard only indirectly. 
Anyone who understands the workings 
of politics knows that state party conven­ 
tions are largely under the control of the 
party machinery. 
The slate of delegates 
which emerges from such conclaves is in 
almost every instance the product of party 
organization decisions. 
The successful rebellions against organ­ 
ization control are relatively rare. 
Actually, 
the 
convention 
method 
of 
choosing 
delegates, 
representatives 
and 
eve nnominees is a carry-over from earlier 
American history. 
It reflects the compromise made by the 
Founding Fathers between 
those 
who 
w anted true democracy and 
those 
who 
feared to direct expression of the popular 
will. 
G radually this fear lessened, and m a­ 
chinery was established to give the people 
closer control over selection of their rep­ 
resentatives. Only a few’ decades ago sen­ 
ators W’ere still being chosen for nom ina­ 
tion by state convention; 
now they are 
picked in direct primaries. 
The prim ary method finally began to be 
adopted in the presidential race as well, 
though its application there is still sharp­ 
ly limited. But insofar as it does help to 
m easure genuine popular sentim ent as to 
candidates, it must be counted again. 
The present prim ary system is handi­ 
capped not only by limited application but 
by certain attitudes that have grown up 
around it. 
As is evident in the current campaign, 
th ere seems to be a notion, 
for example, 
th at the “favorite son” principle should op­ 
erate in states w’here a leading political 
figure is a candidate. 
In other words, it is contended that the 
home state candidate should be conceded 
his own territory without a fight. 
Senator Taft has indicated he will not 
go into California where Gov. Earl W arren 
has declared. W arren does not intend to in­ 
vade Ohio, though Harold Stassen declines 
to observe this gentlemen’s agreem ent and 
hence he is going into Taft’s bailiwick and 
possibly W arren’s. 
But can’t it be fairly argued th at this 
hands-off- policy in 
favorite-son 
states 
simply nullifies the value of the prim ary? 
Of w hat purpose is a resort to the polls if 
there is to be no real contest among the 
leading contenders? 
W hat does it prove if W arren takes Cali­ 
fornia or Taft wins Ohio w ithout a real 
test? Offhand it seems about as significant 
as a “yes” vote in Moscow, where there are 
no opposition choices on the ballot. 
If there are logical grounds why senators 
and representatives should be nom inated 
in direct primaries but presidents should 
not. they ought to be heard. 
The people are supposed to be sovereign, 
and it is a little difficult to see how they 
can be when they have normally so small a 
voice in the choice of m ajor party nom ­ 
inees for their highest office.

State Property Tax 
Should Not Be Revised 
'T'HE proposal to revive the state property 
tax in Michigan, offered by Rep. Louis 
Anderson of Northport, deserves a quick 
and merciful death. 
Rep. Anderson has proposed a two mill 
tax for state purposes but has indicated 
that he would not object if it were cut to a 
mill or even a half mill. Primarily, Rep. 
Anderson said, the purpose is 
to 
force 
counties to tax on the basis of state equal­ 
ized valuations rather than on county val­ 
uations. More local revenue thus would re­ 
sult, Rep. Anderson said, and the pressure 
of the Legislature for continuance of high 
state aid payments would cease. 
The principle of property taxation for 
state purpose is generally opposed by peo­ 
ple throughout the state. The property tax 
is the major source of local revenue for 
counties, cities and schools. If the state gets 
its foot back into the property tax door, 
even for the purpose outlined by Rep. An­ 
derson, it will not let go. On the contrary, 
the state will ask for higher levies. 
In any case, the 15-mill tax limitation 
makes it impractical for the state to cut in 
for 
additional 
revenue 
from 
property 
taxes. 
The solution to the state’s financial pic­ 
ture will not be found in the property tax. 


Is Auto-Theft Ring 
Crime's '400'? 
’C'OR 
the second time in the last few 
months an auto-theft ring devoted ex­ 
clusively to Cadillacs has been apprehend­ 
ed in New York City. 
One can’t help wondering whether this 
reflects increasing hazards in their “trade.” 
Perhaps the risks have grown so great that 
only cars with a high profit mark-up are 
worth grabbing. 
There’s 
another 
intriguing 
question: 
Does a man who steals nothing but Cadil­ 
lacs occupy a higher rung in 
the 
social 
hierarchy of the underworld than the fel­ 
low who makes off 
with 
the 
cheaper 
varieties? 
In view of the possibilities for higher re­ 
ward that go with the steeper markup, the 
chances are that he does. But as he is now 
discovering, his social distinction—if any— 
ends abruptly at the prison gate. 
Where he inevitably winds up, it doesn’t 
matter whether you steal 
Cadillacs 
or 
worn-out jeeps.

In the colleges and universities, instruc­ 
tors and professors have been attacked and 
such practices as loyalty oaths have been 
put into effect. 
Because the American people are today 
deeply concerned with the

Merry-Go-Round 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—The actors are not tile 
same as ten years ago, but the stage and 
plot are identical to one of the most vital 
dramas fought during World War II, name­ 
ly, the battle between civilians and the 
military for control of American economy. 
On the outcome of this battle depends 
the question of whether the nation will go 
dangerously into the red; also whether we 
will shift gradually over to some of the 
totalitarian systems we have so consistent­ 
ly opposed in Europe. 
The present tug-of-war in the Pentagon 
isn’t as dramatic as during World War II. 
Not much of it has even leaked to the pub­ 
lic. And the actors on both sides fight on a 
higher, more courteous plane. 
But 
the 
basic conflict is there just the game—and 
is one reason why the military are dupli­ 
cating orders, contracts and supplies be­ 
tween the Army, Navy and Air Force in 
a manner costing the taxpayers billions of 
unnecessary dollars. 
In World War II, leaders of the military 
clique was Gen. B. B. Somervell. His op­ 
posite number on the other side was Don­ 
ald Nelson, chairman of the War Produc­ 
tion Board. The issue then was whether 
the military were to dominate the entire 
industrial system, control our factories, de­ 
cide how much goods the 
nation 
could 
have. 
Today it is mild-mannered, hard-work­ 
ing Secretary of Defense Lovett, supposed 
to be the boss of the military, 
who now 
finds himself their quiet target. Lined up 
alongside him is Jack Small, perspiring, ef­ 
ficient chairman of the Munitions Board. 
There is no personal sniping on the part 
of the military; just a quiet, all-too-gentle 
campaign to remove the controls which the 
secretary of defense, under the constitu­ 
tion, is supposed to exercise—but doesn’t. 
General Bradley and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff are not part of this campaign. It’s be­ 
ing led by the procurement arm of the 
military which is that part of the armed 
services which spends two-thirds of our 
national budget and can really wreck the 
nation. At present, they have adopted the 
subtle tactic of warming up to the budget 
bureau, of going over Lovett’s head to the 
director of the budget. 
In brief, the military men want to re­ 
port on what they’ve done after 
they’ve 
done it, thus freeing themselves from the 
direction of Lovett, of Deputy Secretary of 
Defense William C. Foster, of the Muni­ 
tions Board, and research and develop­ 
ment. 
Meanwhile the military are overordering 
with almost no regard for American eco­ 
nomy. For instance, they have called for 
more nickel than the world’s entire supply. 
And despite the demands for aluminum, 
the Air Force recently released 15,000,000 
pounds it couldn’t use. Despite the huge 
orders of machine tools, also, all 
three 
services found they didn’t 
need 
certain 
multipurpose lathes which they overorder­ 
ed by 200 and 300 per cent. The Air Force, 
for instance, ordered 900 and accepted 8. 
This may sound like a humdrum, pro­ 
saic problem. But it gets right down to the 
root of high taxes, inflation, and the whole 
question of whether the nation can keep up 
such spending and survive. 
SAVING THE TAXPAYER 
One congressman who has worked day 
and night to keep military toes to the fire 
re surplus spending, is rough, tough, fair- 
minded Eddie Hebert, Louisiana Democrat. 
He has the bipartisan support of Congress­ 
man Jack Anderson, California Republi­ 
can. 
Also 
doing an A-l job on military 
waste is Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas. 
Illustrating the way the military throw 
money around without regard to the tax­ 
payer or civilian economy is a saving of 
$455,000 recently made by 
Congressman 
Hebert in the Navy’s purchase of water- 
distilling machines. The incident also il­ 
lustrates how one lone taxpayer can help 
save money. 
The lone taxpayer is John E. Pottharst, 
ot the Meco Co., New Orleans, who, when 
he bid low on a navy contract, yet didn’t 
get the contract, notified watchdog Con­ 
gressman Hebert. 
The Cleaver-Brooks Co. of Milwaukee 
bid $200,000 higher on the distilling ma­ 
chines than Pottharst in New Orleans. But 
despite that, the Navy, apparently uncon­ 
cerned about saving money, instructed the 
Army engineers to award 75 per cent of 
the contract to the high bidder. The other 
25 per cent went to Refinite 
of 
Omaha 
which was about $100 lower than Meco of 
New Orleans. 
However, when Pottharst of Meco pro­ 
tested to Congressman Hebert, the Navy 
finally began to have some slight consid- 
eiation tor the taxpayers’ money. As a re­ 
sult. Cleaver-Brooks reduced its bid by 
about $355,000. This was a slice of about 
$2,000 on each water-distilling unit. 
So 
while bidder Pottharst didn’t get the con­ 
tract, he did help his fellow 
taxpayers 
save a lot of money.

If Truman Goes Back To Congress

ed to the House of Representa­ 
tives, 
also 
served in the Senate 
before becoming president.

While listed in some places as 
an independent Federalist, Adams, 
sixth 
president 
of 
the 
United 
States (and son of the second pres­ 
ident), had just about every or­ 
ganized segment of voters mad at 


him sooner or later, including the 
Federalists. 
He voted the way he thought 
and he treated party lines as if 
he’d never heard of them. 
And 
he might as well have been from 
South Carolina for all the favors 
in office he ever did for his native 
Massachusetts. 
Adams was all for improving 
the lot of the people and he didn’t 
care 
what 
politicians’

stepped on doing it. 
In 
his 
presidential 
inaugural 
address he startled everyone by 
outlining plans for government 
promotion of arts and sciences, 
a national university, an astro­ 
nomical observatory (the present 
Smithsonian Institution grew out 
of this one), and various scientific 
enterprises.

concern at a 
president 
taking 
upon himself such unstatesman­ 
like endeavors, fearing the next 
thing that madman in the White 
House might do would be to abol­ 
ish slavery.

ON THE WAY OUT—If there ever were 
wolverines in Michigan they disappeared 
many years ago. Moose that once roamed 
the Michigan wilds* are now so few bn 
number (outside of Isle Royale National 
Park) that the sight of one is indeed note­ 
worthy.

Bands of elk were once found in Mich­ 
igan, and herds of bison wandered open 
glades in the south part of the state. 
Today so many of the native Michi­ 
gan animals are on their way to virtual 
extinction that concern la being express­ 
ed over the fate of the timber wolf—a 
creature more feared than understood. 
Pushed back into the last remaining out­ 
posts of Michigan wilderness, shot 
and 
trapped indiscriminately, a bounty price 
on his head, the wolf can not long survive 
unless the state removes his name from the 
list of hated predators.

NO FRIEND OF MAN — Unlike ion, 
coyotes, deer and a number of other wild 
animals, the wolf shuns man and the very 
sight and sound and smell of him. 
David 
Arnold, 
Michigan conservation 
department biologist, in a recent issue of 
Michigan Conservation magazine, says that 
persecution of the wolf in this state and 
elsewhere indicates the “ingenuity, cruel­ 
ty and stubbornness of mankind on the 
way to eventual dominance 
over 
wild 
animals.” 
Ever in retreat to more Isolated wild­ 
erness areas, the wolf is now seldom en­ 
countered outside of the vast Tahqua- 
menon swamp and the wilderness sec­ 
tion of Porcupine Mountain park. 
Those states, such as Michigan, with a 
few wolves remaining, are indeed fortun­ 
ate in having this touch of the unspoiled 
wilderness remaining, Arnold declares.

FEARED AND HATED—From this dis­ 
tance it is difficult to separate fact and fic­ 
tion in the relationship of the wolf to man, 
and vice versa. 
Most tales told concerning the wolf in­ 
dicate a ferocious creature intent on track­ 
ing down and killing humans. In Siberia 
(the story goes) they tossed children out 
of the speeding droshky to delay the pur­ 
suing wolves (they would); and in chil­ 
dren’s fiction Little Red Riding Hood 
ta 
duped and almost eaten by a wolf that 
looked like Grandmother. 
Aesop has his fable about the boy who 
shouted “Wolf!” once too often. But only 
in Roman mythology Is a kind word said 
for a female wolf. She suckled Romulus 
and Remus, so the story is told. 
All the above notwithstanding, there yet 
remains no authenticated case on record of 
a wolf actually killing a human being. We 
do not say it has not happened—but we do 
say that the wolf’s reputation is worse than 
his bite.

FEW BUT COSTLY—Arnold points out 
that the wolf tends to decrease in number 
and disappear as civilization advances. 
In Michigan only 27 wolves were taken 
and bountied last year, one less than in 
1950. The record shows you have to go back 
as far as 1921 to find a year when over IOO 
were bagged. 
Despite the very few wolves remain­ 
ing in Michigan, the state continues to 
offer a bounty of $20 for females and I i i 
for male wolves. For a state considered a 
leader in conservation. Michigan 
has 
participated in the wolf bounty game too 
long, Arnold asserts. 
Michigan, with a bounty law sines 1938, 
has spent $161,510 in payments on wolves 
alone.

John Quincy Adams

Roche had no Communist sym­ 
pathies—far from it. 
Hi' was a

labor and a determined anti-Com­ 
munist, too astute and indepen­ 
dent to be made into a party dupe. 
Yet despite his astuteness and his 
hostility to Communists, he was 
tricked into their employment by 
the same methods that can bo and 
are brought to bear on candidates 
for office in any political subdi­ 
vision of the United States.

Plot Behind Pom* 


I was one ol the five Malden 
•oMimunists who worked I rom tho 
beginning on tho Anthony Roche 
uempaign of 
1946. 
With 
other 
comrades in the district. I plotted 
behind doors, which carefully bar­ 
red Roche and his advisors to take 
over his campaign in spite of his 
own anti-Communist position. Be­ 
yond certain fundamentals, 
we 
were not concerned 
with 
what 
Roche stood tor. 
He was picked 
not only in spite of, but even be­ 
douse of his anti-Communism. We 
didn’t care whether he won, and 
hi fact we never expected him to 
win. All we wanted was one foot 
r»i his campaign platform. 
It was at. a special meeting in 
The unkempt, bug-tntested walkup 
apartment of Alice Gordon that 
I was first tipped 
off 
that 
the 
Communist party had decided on 
a national level to make a special 
et fort in the 1946 
Congressional 
elections. 
“It was necessary,” Alice said, 
“for the party to bring lull clarity 
fo the membership concerning the 
important elections ahead. This is 
the first 
postwar 
Congressional 
•lection. 
We are going to parti­ 
cipate to the fullest extent. 
“In a very few places we will 
put up our own candidates. 
In 
some localities we will give open 
support to other party nominees 
—DeLacy in Washington, Bobro- 
wicz in Milwaukee, Marcantonio 
Mi New York. 
But ut most in­ 
stance* it will not be necessary or 
even desirable to give open sup­ 
port to the candidates, particu­ 
larly 
those 
of 
the 
Democratic 
party. 
If we did that, we would 
indicate support ot Truman, whom 
of course we do not back.

campaign will enable us to achieve

Had it occurred to Roche to in­ 
vestigate his new friends he would 
have discovered that Frank Col­ 
lier was the manager of the Pro­ 
gressive Bookshop in Boston, if he 
was familiar 
enough 
with 
the 
Communist 
propaganda 
outlet. 
But if he was like the average 
Bostonian 
he 
would 
not 
have 
known that any such store existed, 
or he would have been unaware of 
its character. 
Had he inquired 
far enough he might have found 
a few who would “guess” that Nat 
Mills might have been a member 
of the Communist party. 
I first typed 
up 
a 
two-page 
memorandum of campaign sug­ 
gestions. 
Foremost among them 
was a recommendation that Roche 
enlist in his entourage a man with 
training in advertising, public re­ 
lations oi- newspaper work 
to 
carry the burden of the campaign 
publicity. This memorandum, un­ 
signed, was delivered to the party 
agents, who h i turn pasoed i t on 
to Roche so that it appeared to 
come from them. 
We gave him a chance to study 
if, but no time to aet. 
That was 
my cue. But before I went I drew 
a curt order from Fanny Hart­ 
man. 
“Do you still 
have 
a 
patty 
card?” she asked. 
“Yes, the latest one.” 
“Don’t run any chance of hts 
seeing it. 
Destroy it. 
Tear it 
up in small pieces, or, better still, 
burn it.” 
I sent it to foe F.B.I. for safe­ 
keeping. 
My name and qualifications for 
the job were mentioned to Roche, 
and I was taken to his headquar­ 
ters by Paul Emerson 
and 
Nat 
Mills. 
Roche was asking 
me 
what 
portions of his platform I liked 
best. “Well,” I said, “I think you 
are sincerely interested in the lit­ 
tle fellow.” 
I picked up one of 
his campaign flyers. “Take this 
line, ‘More Equitable Tax Laws.’ 
I presume b> that you mean that 
the heavy taxes should be reduced 
for tfie man with a small income, 
and passed on instead to big busi­ 
ness. 
I’m all for it, and I think 
the voters are too. 
War profits 
should be taken to pay the costs 
of war, from the big industrial 
cliques, the 
private 
monopolies 
and the 
international 
bankers. 
These huge taxes can't be taken in 
$5 and $10 lots from the pay en- 
velo|>66 of the working man.” 
“That’s what I do mean in a 
way,” Roche interjected,

tried to brush aside his hedge.

ougfct to say so, spell it out. Peo­ 
ple want to know exactly what 
you mean. 
Take your stand on 
fair employment practices. 
It is­ 
n’t enough to say you support F.

race, color or religion.

A strong stand dan help 
you.” 
Roche Hesitant 
Roche seemed a little hesitant 
so I tossed in a palliative. “I’m a 
business man myself and naturally 
I don’t 
want 
lo 
see 
business 
strangled. 
Actually, I’m a regis­ 
tered Republican, a 
liberal 
Re­ 
publican, but I’ll have to turn to 
the Democratic party in this dis­ 
trict.” 
“Well,” Roche said, “you're the 
advertising man and 
you 
know 
how to do these things. I’ll be very 
grateful for anything you can do 
to help in writing this stuff up. I 
just don’t have the time to do 
everything.” 
That was what we were waiting 
to hear, and my party comrades 
were jubilant. 
From then on I 
had carte blanche to Roche’s cam­ 
paign headquarters. 
To the Communist party, the 
biggest political consideration of 
the period from 1946-’48 was the 
economic 
crisis 
in 
the 
United 
States which the party was cer­ 
tain would come, and was deter­ 
mined to foster. It would be sig­ 
naled by inflation and culminated 
by a sweeping 
depression as the 
nation tried to struggle back to a 
peace-time economy. 
The party 
anticipated that 
the 
depression 
would strike during the last quar­ 
ter of 1948. 
It would be more 
devastating than the 1929 erash, 
and would thus serve Hie party’s 
advantage. 
It might well bring 
the great opportunity for Socialist 
revolt, and the Communists were 
confident that it would be the 
prelude to their seizure of power. 
Roche was a moderate with res­ 
pect to O. P. A. price control mea­ 
sures. He recognized the need for 
them but he wanted them to be 
rigidly limited in both time and 
effect. 
He urged temporary con­ 
trols that would be relaxed as 
soon as the situation would per­ 
mit. 
Here he clashed with open 
party policy, which was clamor­ 
ing for a more permanent and far 
reaching control program. 
We 
endeavored to strengthen 
Roche’s platform plank

It was an ideal wedge of 
dissension to drive between pro­ 
duction and the consumer dollar. 
It was the 
kind 
of thing 
that 
struck home. 
But Roche stood 
by his principles, and for a time 
would not be moved to follow our 
direction. 
Then one day an angry picket 
line, composed of placard-waving 
housewives, many of them push­ 
ing baby carriages, materialized 
in Malden Square and began par­ 
ading, shouting the stinging slo­ 
gans that were blazoned on their 
placards. 
They cried tot strong­ 
er price and rent laws lo drive 
prices down. 
Planned Picket LIM 
What Roche didn’t know was 
that the picket line scheme was 
concocted behind his back in the 
party planning committee. Women 
members of the party were dir­ 
ected to round up non-Commun- 
ist housewives in 
Malden 
and 
v hip them into the buyers strike. 
In the secret committee, w'e work- 
^ 
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and printed them on placards. We 
contrived the timing of the dem­ 
onstration, arranged the route so 
it would concentrate on Roche's 
headquarters and the immediate 
surroundings, 
and 
primed 
the 
party workers in Roche's head­ 
quarters to be ready to make the 
most of the incident. 
When Roche was no long*, ol 
any use to us we abandoned him 
unceremoniously as 
we 
had 
taken him up. 
Even before elec­ 
tion day we began to pack up and 
drift away. 
By election night, al­ 
most every Communist was gone 
from his headquarters, and none 
was around to console him when 
the returns brought him a thump­ 
ing defeat.

of conference policy in the light 
of athletic reforms both enacted 
and recommended recently on a 
national level. 
Conference 
schools 
already 
have studied 
a 
report 
of 
the 
sweeping reforms suggested—but 
still to 
be 
implemented—by a 
special committee of the Ameri­ 
can Council on Education. 
Among other things, the A. C. 
E ’s special committee, headed by 
President John Hannah of Mich­ 
igan State, proposed abolishment 
of all athletic scholarships, post­ 
season contests and out-of-season 
practices. 
This is still in the realm of con­ 
versation. However, a reality 
is 
the program voted by the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association at 
its Cincinnati convention, calling 
for: 
A spring football practice 
of 
20 sessions in 30 calendar days; 
closer institutional control of fin­ 
ancial aid to athletes; and further 
study of post-season games. 


The Big Ten currently permits 
athletic scholarships, has a Rose 
Bowl football contract lasting two 
more years, and places no restric­ 
tion on out-of-season practice. 
Although 
the 
NCAA 
recom­ 
mended that no contractual bowl 
game commitments be made after 
Jan. 2, 1953, this does not affect 
the Big Ten-Pacific Coast three- 
year pact which started with last 
New Year’s 40-7 Illinois 
romp 
over Stanford. 
If any

from tomorrow’s Big Ten session 
it probably will be a falling

NCAA’s
